In claim 48, line 10, -without preparatory manual looping of the suture — has been inserted after 
the phrase "forming a knot in the suture" and before the period at the end of the sentence. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 48-82 are allowed. 

2. Regarding Claim 48, the following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
U.S. Patent No. 5,306,281 to Beurrier requires the user of the suturing device to manually 
loop suture in preparing the device to suture body tissue. Regarding Publication No. US 
2002/01 1601 1 Al to Chee Chung et al., Chee Chung does not teach or disclose forming a 
knot automatically. Although Chee Chung does disclose forming a knot, he does so through 
manipulating his machine in a non-automatic way.
